War Taxation 


DESPITE the worthy cause to 
which Government aspires to devote 
a quarter of our, total Income—both 
ordinory. and extraordinary—in = the 
twelve months ofler Income Tax be- 
comes operative and therenfter for 
the duration of the war, few people 
lin the Colony will rejoice, elther at 
the, assurance that hitherto we have 
been among the lowest taxed of the 
Empire's multitudinous people or 
that Government is taking steps to 
remove, us from dhis allegedly 
enviable position, . 

Some form of increased taxation 
in war-time Is ineviluble, und no 
person will fall to agree that it 
behoves this outpost of Empire to 
contribute to the utmost to the cause 
for which our Motherland has staked 
her future, But the burden of taxa- 
tion propounded by Government Is 
one which must have consequences 


ready reduced to straightened  cir- 
cumstances by their proximity to a 
war that has been in existence on 
thelr door-step for’ more than two 
years, . 

Government has been ‘carcfu] to 
claim that the extraordinary increase 
in the Colony’s revenue during the 
past twelve months has been duc 
chiefly to the Influx of refugees, many 
of them self-supporting, and not to 
any increase In tho wealth of the 
people of the Colony itself, Few 
Hongkong people, indeed, have not. 
experienced vicissitudes and de- 
terloration in thelr ‘standards af 
living as a result of the neighbouring 
hostilities and It appears an unfor- 
tunate fact that Government has been 
the only guincr as a result of the 
situntion that’ has confronted this 
Colony since 1937, - 

To state that the people of the 
Colony have been lightly taxed 
in the past scems a somewhat rather 
unjustified assertion when applied to 
the very: small percentage of the 
totul population who are the chicf 
taxpayers and who will be the 
persons mulct of the ten million 
dollars extra revenue Government 
expects to ralse by the imposition of 
a ten per cent, tax on incame. The 
bulk of Hongkong’s 1,500,000 people 
pay but a fraction of the existing 
annual taxation’ of forty million 
dollars and will pay, nothing what- 
ever towards the war chest to which 
this Colony's .Government proposes 
so liberally to‘pour wealth that can 
do so il-spared at this critical time 
in our history. That ordinary taxa- 
tion falle eo hoavily upon the 
minority ‘and so lightly upon the 
majority in, of course, 
[and Just, since the bulk of our 

}population, unhappily, is on | the 
verge of destitution and is existing 
on a atandard that admits no exccas 
wealth for purposes other than tho 
: sustenance. The . minority, 
whoso standards of living ore tho 
standards of the West, cannot object

INDIVIDUAL Dickens en- 
thusiasts, as well as the Dickens 
Fellowship, have strenuously 
maintained this complete fa- 
brication. Most of them cer- 
tainly believed what they said. 
Others, I am afraid, certainly 
knew the truth. 


I have a certain personal in- 
terest in this matter, Some. 
yonrs back I spent many montha 

elping’ my friend, Mr. C. E. 
_Bechofer Roberts with his book, 
This Side Idolatry, which, in the 
form of fiction, attampted to tell 
the true, tragic story of Charles 
Dickens’ private life. 


We started our rescarches 
fully believing. the current 
legend of -the great and good 
genius.- Gradually our cyes 
were opened. In spite of every 
effort at suppression by the 
Dickens family—except Mrs. 
Perugini—and by the Dickens 
tdolators, almost the whole story 
could be pieced together by pa- 
tient unbiased work. 


And the man who was gradu- 
nlly revealed looked very, like the 
father of Mrs. Perugini’s 
memories as Miss Storey reports 
them. : 


Naturally, when This Side Ido- 
latry came out, ‘the Dickens 
worshippers fell on it with a 
whoop ‘of delight, flayed it, 
mocked it, and generally played 
old harry with it. Bechofer 
Roberts and I have had to waft 
z long while for our justifica- 
1i0n. 


‘ Let us see what Mrs. Perugini 
and Miss Storey have to say. 


When he was forty-six, in 
August, 1857, Dickens met 
Ellen Lawless Ternan, through 
some amateur theatricals which 
he got up and performed. in 
most brilliantly, in order to raise 
money for the near destitute 


widow and children of his friend 
Douglas Jerrold. 


MRS, PERUGINI' described 
Miss Ternan as “the small fair- 
haired, rather pretty actress” of 
no special attraction save her 
youth.

DESPITE: the worthy cause to 
which Government aspires to devote 
a quarter of our total income—both 
ordinary and extraordinary—in the 
twelve months after Income Tax be- 
comes operative and thereafter for 
the duration of the war, few people 
in the Colony will rejoice, either at 
the assurance that hitherto we have 
been omong the lowest taxed of the 
Emplre’s multitudinoys people or 
that Government Is tiking .steps to 
remove us from: this © allegedly 
enviable position. B 

Sorne form of increased taxation 
in war-time ly Inevitable, and no 
person will fall to agree that it 
behoves thls outpost of Empire to 
contribute to the utmost to the cause 
for which our Motherland has staked 
her future. But the burden of, taxa- 
tjon propounded by Government Is, 
one--which -must— have — consequences. 
inimlca) to the welfare of a people al- 
ready reduced to straightened cir- 
cumstances by thelr ‘proximity to ao 
war that hoa been in existence on 
thelr door-atep for more than two 
years,” ; 

Government has been careful to 
claim that the extraordinary increase 
in the Colony's revenue during the 
past twelve months hos been due 
chiefly to the influx of refugees, many 
of them self-supporting, and not to 
‘any increase in the wealth of the 
people of the Colony itself. Few 
Hongkong. people, Indeed, have not 
experienced vicissitudes and‘ de- 
terloration in their standards of 
Uving os a result of the netghbouring 
hostilities and it appears an unfor- 
tunate fuct that Government has been, 
the only gainer as a result of the 
situation that has confronted this 
Colony since 1937. 

To state thot the people of the 
Colony have been lightly taxed 
in the past seems a somewhat rather 
unjustified assertion when applied to 
the very small pereentage of the 
total population who are the chict 
taxpaycrs and who will be the 
persons mulet of the ten millfon 
dollars extra revenue Government 
expects to ralac by the imposition of 
a ten per cent. tax on income.

London, Oct, 12. 

The Britis Emplre’s considered an- 
swer to Hitler's peace plan was given 
in the House of Commons this after- 
noon by Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
when he presented his weekly re- 
view .of the International situation. 

The House was packed and among 
the distinguished personalities in the 
galleries were all-the Dominion High 
Comtnlissloners whe bad played thelr 
part in the Inte ‘¢ of views on 
Hitler's peace proposals between the 
United Kingdom: and the Dominion 
Governments, | : . 

Mr. Chamberlain’ began by recall- 
ing that last week in speaking of the 
announcement about the Russo-Ger- 
mun Pact, he had observed that it 
contained the suggestion that some 
peace proposals were likely, and he 
had remarked that if such proved to 
he the case they should = examine 
them fn consultation -with the 
Dominions and ‘the French Republic 
in the light of certain relevant con- 
sidcrations, .
